SUBJECT: MOOD IN JAPAN EOLLOWING STRAUSS VISIT 

REF: TOKYO 0666 

1. SUMMARY: TOKYO PRESS GENERALLY TOOK 
POSITIVE APPROACH TO RESULTS OF STRAUSS VISIT, 

EXPRESSED RELIEF DIFFERENCE WERE SMOOTHED AT LEAST 
EOR PRESENT, BUT HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE EUTURE, 

ESPECIALLY DIFEICULTY OE ACHIEVING SEVEN PERCENT 
GROWTH TARGET. END SUMMARY. 

2. FOLLOWING STRAUSS VISIT JAPAN IS IN MOOD OF 
EMOTIONAL CATHARSIS ALLOYED WITH SOME CONCERN ABOUT 
THE EUTURE. COVERAGE OF VISIT IN PRESS WAS DETAILED, 

EVEN BY TOKYO STANDARDS. JAPANESE WERE IMPRESSED 

BY THE SIZE AND RANK OE U.S. DELEGATION NOTING THAT 
EOUR AMBASSADORS PARTICIPATED ON U.S. SIDE AND 
AMB. TOGO HAD RETURNED EROM WASHINGTON EOR THE 
OCCASION. NIHON KEIZEI NOTED THAT VISIT WAS NOT 
A EORMALITY TO CONCLUDE ARRANGEENT PREVIOUSLY 
WORKED OUT BUT RATHER A TIME EOR SERIOUS DISCUSSIONS, AND MORE 
STEPS BY JAPAN WERE REQUESTED. NIHON KEIZEI ON JAN. 13 
ALSO CARRIED AN ARTICLE ON THE MTN, EULLY EXPLAIN- 
ING THE CURRENT SITUATION AND ADDITIONAL JAPANESE 
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MOVES SOUGHT BY THE U.S. 

3. FOLLOWING STRAUSS DEPARTURE, SEPARATE PRESS 
ARTICLES RECORDED THAT PRIME MINISTER FUKUDA, 

KEIDANREN PRESIDENT DOKO, AND AGRICULTURE MINISTER 
NAKAGAWA WERE SATISFIED WITH THE RESULTS. TONE OE 
THEIR REMARKS AS REPORTED IN THE PRESS WAS THAT 
JAPANESE INTERESTSWERE IN NO WAY HARMED AND IN 
SOME WAYS SERVED BY THE CONSULTATIONS WITH STR 
STRAUSS. NAKAGAWA WENT TO CONSIDERABLE LENGTHS TO 
EXPLAIN THAT EARMING INTERESTS WOULD NOT BE DAMAGED, 

THAT INCREASED IMPORTS DISCUSSED IN THE JOINT 
STATEMENT WERE NOT LARGE COMPARED TO TOTAL SIZE 

OF JAPANESE MARKET AND THAT INTERESTS OF JAPANESE 
EARMERS WOULD BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. 

4. EDITORIAL REACTIONS WERE MOSTLY POSITIVE 
THOUGH NOT COMPLETELY FREE OE RANCOR. SOME 
REPETITION OE PRESS LINE ADOPTED DURING 
RIVERS/HEGINBOTHAM VISIT SHOWED IN 
REFERENCES IN YOMIURI AND ASAHI TO "IMPOLITE 
DIPLOMATIC ATTITUDE" OF THE U.S. AND INTEREERENCE 
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IN BUDGET MAKING PROCESS OE ANOTHER COUNTRY. 

HOWEVER, YOMIURI WENT ON TO NOTE THAT JOINT STATEMENT 
IS ONLY ONE STAGE IN A LONG PROCESS OE ADJUSTMENT 
AND, ALTHOUGH JAPAN WAS SHOULDERING HEAVY TASK 
WITHOUT MUCH COMPENSATION THE CONSULTATIONS WERE, 
NEVERTHELESS, NOT A FAILURE BECAUSE JAPAN HAD TO 
CHANGE ITS COURSE SOONER OR LATER ANYWAY. 

5. ASAHI NOTED THAT THE JOINT STATEMENT CLOSES A 
GAP IN U.S.-JAPAN ECONOMIC PERCEPTIONS BUT IS 
ONLY A CEASE EIRE. ASAHI SAID THAT DESPITE "UN- 
REASONABLE DEMANDS," JAPAN SHOULD SEE THE TOKYO 
ROUND OE THE MTN AS AN EXCELLENT PLACE TO CORRECT 
RESTRICTIONS ON BOTH SIDES. SANKEI SAID JAPAN 
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SHOULD ACCEPT ITS RESPONSIBILITIES AS BEFITTING 
A SURPLUS NATION AND REFORM ITS ECONOMIC STRUCTURE, 
BASED ON A LONG RANGE VISION. SANKEI ADDED, 

HOWEVER, IT WOULD BE ONE-SIDED TO FIND FAULT ONLY 
WITH JAPAN, AND BOTH THE U.S. AND EC SHOULD MAKE 
A GREATER EFFORT TO BALANCE THEIR OWN INTERNA- 
TIONAL PAYMENTS POSITIONS. 

6. MAINICHI NOTED THAT JAPAN HAS MADE A VIRTUAL 
INTERNATIONAL PLEDGE FOR A SEVEN PERCENT GROWTH 
TARGET AND THAT THIS WILL BE EXTREMELY DIFFICULT 
TO ACHIEVE. SAME THOUGHT WAS REFLECTED IN NIKKAN 
KOGYO WHICH STATED THAT THE LDP POLICY BOARD 
NOW FACES THE "GRIM TASK OF TAKING ALL MEANS 
NECESSARY TO ACHIEVE THE SEVEN PERCENT ECONOMIC 
GROWTH TARGET."
